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IKO Industries opposes 
operation restrictions |

IKO Industries is opposing 
hours of Operation restrictions on 
the coloring plant which has been 
proposed a& part of the certificate 
Of approval from the Ministry of 
the Environment and Energy 
(MOEE). 

The certificate of approval for 
the gloring plant had yet to be 

capptor ed, as of last Friday. 

According to Lorne Warner of 
[KO Industries if proposed re- 
stniction on hours of operation are 
implemented the company will 
not be able to follow through with 
its promise of jobs for local resi- 
dents and cause difficulty with 
their natural gas use contract with 
Centra Gas. The company has 
signed a long-term contract with 
Centra and must pay a minimum 
fee even if that amount of vas is 
not used. 

‘The MOEE his proposed re- 
stnctiny the hours ofGperation to 
7a.m-to Il p.m., five days a week 
due tonotse complaints lodged by 


neighbors in the area. According 
to Warner the reserve of materials 
would allow the plant to operate 
seven days a week, 24 hours aday 
for approximately 50 years. 

The MOEE has received noise 
complaints from residents who 
live on Jarvis Lake Road and 
O'Hara Mills Road. near the loca- 
tion of the plant, 

Wamer said that [KO invited 
people to come out to visit the 
‘plant and about 40 people at- 
tended. 

The company employed an cn- 
gineering firm to study the poten- 
idl noise impact and the firm's 
findings were that back yard noise 
was louder than that of the plant 
operations and has spent about 
$100,000 to reduce noise at the 
plant, even though the levels are 
within MOEE puidelines. 

In an effort to get the restric- 
tion operating hours lifted, IKO 
enlisted the support of local mu- 
nicipalities. Atatn-council meet-

Maintaining your car's leather 
upholstery is one of the best in-' 
vestments you can make. When tt 
comes time to sell or trade im, 
well-maintained leather ts a sig- 
nificant advantage. On the other 
hand. leather that's heen allowed 
1 dry out and crack can't be re- 
newed and must be replaced, 
which. can adversely affect the 
resale value. 

Fortunately, smooth, full-grain 
leather is one of the easiest mate-’ 
rials to maintain. The key, how- 
ever, is to doxit regularly: about 
every six to eight weeks, Begin 
with a general cleaning, working 
on one section al a time (lor m- 
stanee. a scat-back, cushion, door 
panel, ete,). A number of leather 
cleaners are available. which 
should be applied with a clean, 
damp cloth. Saddle soap isn’t rec- 
ommended because of its high 
alkaline content. 

Be sure toclean along the stitch 
line, since dirt here can cut the 
upholstery thread over time. 
Soiled areas should be scrubbed 
with a stiff brush. After you ve 
goneove;r a séction, wipe of f the 
cleaner swith another clean, damp 
cloth. Towel dry. Then move on 
tothe next section, using the same 
procedure. 

If any stains remain, use a mild, 
diluted general-purpose grease

Vinyl can take a beating from 
sunlight and pollution, espectalls 
on top of the dash, which eventu 
ally can crack.

Dirty vinyl can 
be cleaned with a vinyl uphol 
stery cleaner and ascrub brush. Ii 
working on the dash, though. be 
uware thal excess motsture Cun 
get into the electronic controls 
and instruments and cause prob 
lems 

Following cleanimy, apply a 
vinyl protectant to keep the vinyl 
pliable and crack-resistant. This 
step should be repeated on a regu- 
lar basis. We recommend a light 
application to avoid a slippery 
surface and otf buildup. 

While you're at the dash. use 
cotton swabs to clean around the 
vents, switches, buttons, and other 
nooks and crannies 


No wax In 
your glass! 


Sometime, we've watched peo- 
ple wax their entire car. wingkews 
included.

Otherwise. youll just vet 
overspray on the glass 

The secret to making ¢ lass spar- 
kle is newspaper, What you do ts 
wash your windows and dry then 
squeaky with paper towels. Once 
the windows are clean and dry. 
rub them witha sheet of news- 
print loosely bunched in your 
hand, turning it often. The theory 
is that the ink on the page. acts 
like u superfine polishing com- 
pound.

Harris revolution ready to slash 
regulatory legislation in province

The next election in Ontario 
will be a three-way battle between 
the established parties but leader 

‘Mike Harris of the Progressive 
Conservatives says there are only 
two VISIONS. 

Speaking before a big crowd at 
Marmora’s Memorial Centre Fri- 
day noon, Harris says one vision 
is the status quo, with the NDP 
and Liberals ready to carry on 
with the same tired policies. The 
other yision being promoted.by 
Harris and his CommonSense 
Revolution:says “it’s me to fix 
what's wrong. It’s a plan to put 
Ontario back on top again.” 

The Harris plan would demol- 
ish the province's current regula- 
tory legislation, scrapping the Bill 
40 labour legislation and the Bill 
91 unionization of the family farm 
bill. He would also freeze hydro 
rates for five years, cut Work- 
men’s Compensation Board pre- 
miums and scrap payroll tax for 
all small businesses. 

“The payroll tax was brought 
in by the Liberals and it’s one of 
the most damaging, counter-pro- 
ductive tax against job creation 
we have,”’ Harris charged. 

Ina statement that got him one 
of the biggest ovations of his ad- 
dress, Harris said the welfare re-, 
form system would be completely 
overhauled. 

“Yes, we will bring in 
workfare,” he noted. “All able- 
bodied people will do something 
or they will get nothing. That's 


fair. We must break this cycle of . 


dependency so there can be hope 
and opportunity for the jobless 
instead of despair.” 

Another controversial piece of 
legislation that would be scrapped 
if the Common Sense Revolution 
takes power is employment eq- 
uity. “This is a legislation that 
says you must hire on the basis of 
quotas,” says Harris. “If anything 
it is an American-style piece of 
legislation and everywhere it’s 
been enacted it’s been a disaster. 
The Liberals say employment 
equity didn’t go far enough. That's 
the Liberal position.” 


Continuing his aggressive elec- 
lion campaign, Harris appeared 
with Harry Danford, the PC can- 
didate who is bidding to take the

Hastings-Peterborough riding 
fromincumbent Elmer Buchanan 
of the NDP. Harris appeared at 
another rally in Napanee Friday 
morning before coming to 
Marmora and was scheduled to 
talk to a Bowmanville audience 
later in the day. 

The Harris plan calls for the 
establishment of a special com- 
mission that would scrap pself 
after the end of one year to closely 
inspect all regulations and gov- 
ernment red tape. He said this 
board would be empowered to 
eliminate all the red tape neces- 
sary and “streamline what should 
be streamlined.” 

Injecting a lithe humour into 
his remarks, Harris said he re- 
ceived some advice on being 
elected from a young caller on a 
radio show in Hamilton. “He told

Spending, says Harris, has gone 
trom $25 billian in 1985 to to- 
day's $56 billion. Under the Lib- 
erals. spending went from $25 
billion to $47 billion. In the last 
five years with the NDP in power, 
spending has gone up another $9 
billion, almost double the rate of 
inflation, Harms points out.

For Ontario this translates into 
moving about $723 mulhon into

In a letter from Philip to 
Eggleton, dated Apnl 3, Philip 
asked for a clantication on infra 
structure works funding for 1995 
Philip stated in his letter that the 
federal government was funda 
mentally changing a legal agree 
ment, which they had demanded 
be limited to three years, with &5 
per centot the funding bemy spent 
inthe first two years. Phifppadded 
that there could be 5,000 fewer 
jobs in Ontario as a result of the 
federal government's decision.

Curlholm, just north ot 
.Campbellford on Highway 30, 

stands asa genuine monument to 
commitment and perseverance ol 
the kind that has given the Cana- 
dian dairy farmer such a lofty 
reputation in the world. 

The site of the Dairy Farm 
Open House set for Saturday, 
April 22nd, Curlholm is the fam- 
ily farming operation of BillCurle 
and his two sons, John and Jim. 
The selection of Curlholm for this 
annual awareness program seems 
only appropriate considering the 
family’s roots in farming go back 
as far as 1857. 

That’s when the Curle family 
left Scotland to immigrate to 
Canada and Robert Curle leased 
land north of Cobourg for three 
years before moving to 
Campbellford and leasing another 
farm.

Memories of a long, fascinating 
history of county music festival 


This year’s big event

In 1947 when I was a grade 


‘eight student at SS 16 Cramahe, 


Gordon Lovett was my teacher 
and the weekly itinerant music 
teacher was Myrtle Hardy. 

It was spring and with it came 
the annual music festival. The 
chorus may have been entitled 
“Mistress Spring,” I'm not sure. 
The entire grades one through 
eight consisted of about 11-13 
students and how we practised 
because we wanted to win. 

Mr. Lovett, -being an honest 
man, admitted to his lack of musi- 
cal ability. But he, too, was eager 
for a good showing of his stu- 


dents. So, because I took piano 
lessons regularly from Myrtle 
Hardy (whose home was on the 
hill behind our school), | was re- 
cruited to play the melody when 
we had our daily practise. 

And for those who remember 
Myrtle, well nothing short of death 
would keep her from helping every 
student achieve his or her level 
best. That philosophy remained 
her trademark throughout her 50 
plus year career. 

Our class at the festival was 
entered under “Rural School Cho- 
rus.’”Colborne was the host town 
that year and I can stil see the 
hundreds of well-behaved stu~ 
dents with their nervous teachers 
waiting patiently outside the great 
grey wallece the Colborne United 
Church to take 0); turn inside to 
sing.

* doesn’t cool enough, the refngerant may be low. However, if the 
problem involves any major part, such as the compressor, according 
to ARI, you would hear strange noises similar to those of mechanical 


equipment not running correctly. 


When your air-conditioning system starts giving you more prob- 
lems than seem cost-effective to fix, you should consider replacing 
it. Because newer equipment usually 1s much more energy-elficicnt 
than older central air-conditioning or heat-pump systems, you might 
actually save money by replacing your old system before it com- 
pletely wears out. In some cases, the money you save in reduced 
utility costs might pay back the purchase price of anew system years 


earlier than you think. \

Home Improvements 
Are Easier With an 
Organized Workshop 


Jo many people, spring means 
wafm weather, sunshine and long 
walks outside, but to do-it- 
yourselfers, spring means acuion! 
They can finally repair the dam- 
age of winter's harsh weather and 
give their home a fresh, new look. 
The key to making home improve- 
ments go smoothly ts an organ- 
ized, efficient workshop and, in 
his new book, “Bob Vila’s Work- 
shop: The Ultimate Illustrated 
Handbook for the Home Work- 
shop” (William Morrow), Vila 
offers commonsense tps on how 
to select the best tools. 
Since there are so many tool 


_manutacturers, and so many types 


and models of virtually every tool, 
Vilarecomme nds that people stay 
sensibly. They should first invest 
in the basic tools that they will 
need again and again - wrenches, 
drivers. a dnil, a circular saw and 
other multipurpose tools. 

When do-it-yourselters first set 
up their workshops. they don’t 
have to own every tool they'll 
ever need. A rarely used or ex- 
pensive tool that will only be 
needed for a special project can 
be rented or borrowed from a 
friend. Also, borrowing tools al-

lows people to see if they like a 
particular brand or model, mak- 
ing their decision easier when they 
finally decide to buy the tool. 

When purchasing equipment. 
Vila says, the feel of a tool is part 
of its pleasure. A quality tool, 
especially a handheld tool like a 
chisel or plane, should be an ex- 
tension of one’s hand. He ex-. 
plains that many professional 
craftspeople recommend purchas- 
ing tools from a fair, friendly, 
knowledgeable local dealer and 
developing a good working rela- 
tionship. While the prices may 
not be as inexpensive as those in 
a catalog, do-it-yourselfers will 
be able to geta feel for the tools 
before buying them and will prob- 
ably encounter fewer hassles if 
the tools break. 


A reminder Vila gives to those 
who are stocking their workshop 
is to be true to their tight budget or 
to advance their personal quest 
for the best. And, remember, the 
best isn’t always evident. People 
should learn as much as they can 
about individual tools before buy- 
ing them. This will make things 
easier in the long run.

_ YAndevenif youare all thumbs 
around the house, it is easy to 
replace old, worn-out screens or 
make new ones, using common 
household tools and some -inex- 
‘pensive materials.” he adds.

Easy Installation

If you find that the wooden 
frames are weakening with age, a 
litle preventive repair can help 
stretch their life. To straighten 
and stiffen weakened corners. try 
screwing L-shaped metal braces 
oneach side of the frame. If either 
wood or metal sereens are bent 
out of shape. though, the best bet 
is to buy or build new frames 


Screen Doors For Full Benefit 


When checking window 
screens, be sure not to overlook 
front-door and backdoor screens 
Ot course, homeowners withshid 
ing screen doors should pay extra 
attention to the door tracks.

Karl 
invited Jum and Olga to see the 
Hindenburg treasures--paintings, 
papers, gold pen knife, gold pen 
and a 300)-piece set of dishes given 
by the German government to 
President Hindenburg on his 80th 
birthday in 1929. 

be Hindenburgs had stored 
theirreasures underground, hop- 
ing toretrieve them at a later date. 

Karl packed the dishes in two 
suitcases and presented them. to 
Jim and Olga as a gift. Later the 
Russians stole one suitcase while 
Jim slept, thinking it contained 
money. 

Inthose days, Polish Red Cross 
ladies served soup if they had 
bowls available and their eyes 
popped at the sight of the heauti- 
‘ful dishes. Eventually Jim and 
Olga each smuggled out a‘bow!l 
while the the rest was lefwith the 
Polish Red Cross. These two bowls 
armved in Englandin August, 1945 
and in Canada in 1954, 

Jim is most appreciative of his 
heritage and in-1961 he searched 
for the Hindenburg address 
through the German Embassy to 
offer the two bowls that belonged 
tothe Hindenburg family. A letter 
dated April 16, 1961, stated: “We 
shall be extremely glad if you 
return the two bowls. We have 
lost all of our property and memo- 
ries. The dishes are of great value 
to us. An acquaintance living in 
Toronto will pick them up and 
bring them back to Germany to 
lessen the chance of breakage.” 

Another letter dated July 25. 


1961, began: “Now the dishes are 
inan honoured place mn our silting 
room and my children and | look 
at themevery day with joy, think- 
‘ing of you in great thankfulness. 
We shall never forget that tt is 
through your kindness and your 
care that these precious souvenirs 
have been returned to us from 
your home.” 

For 30 years Jimand Olga were 
the recipients of beautiful letters. 
Since the mother’s death, Gertrude 
Von Roden, has corresponded. 

Meanwhile, the Alnwick con- 
cert will demonstrate that Alnwick 
remembers in this “Canada Re- 
membrance Year.”

Some air conditioners have an 
air exchanger, consisting of small 
flaps at the back of the unit which 
force out household air and draw 
in outside air, a useful feature 
the window in which the unit is 
installed cannot be opened. It ts 
probably easier and more etfec- 
uve to simply open a window or 
door to create a draft. 


Energy saver feature 


Under normal operating con- 
ditions, the fan runs constantly 
when the air conditioner is on, 
circulating the air and keeping 
room temperature uniform. The 
compressor stops when the de- 
sired temperature has been 
reached. On units with an energy 
saver button: the fan stops when 


the compressor does, thus saving 
a few cents on operating costs and 
reducing noise. The room tem- 
perature, however, may be less 
comfortable because the cooling 
effect will be uneven. 


Ease of installation 


Air conditioners are usually 
easy to install. Simply place the 
uniton the window sill, and make 
sure itis level. [tis usually easier 
if two people handle the appli- 
ance, as it weighs about 30 ke and 
may be awkward to manipulate 
alone. Some manufacturers pro- 
vide support brackets, a useful 
feature. 

Once the air conditioner 1s in- 
stalled. the empty space on the 


sides or above it must be filled. 


Some air conditioners come 
equipped with expandable side 
curtains. In other cases, translu- 
cent panels can be installed. Take 


-a close look at the curtains and 


ascertain how effective and sturdy 


Cooling and dehumidifying 


they are. If the air conditnoner ts to 
be installed on the ground floor, 
it's-worth getting a translucent 
panel or curtain that can be locked. 

Make note of the length of the 
cord: if itis too short, you will neat 
a heavy-duty extension cord, to 
avoid overheating household elec- 
inical wiring. An ordinary exten- 
sion cord 1s a fire hazard and 
could cause damage to the com- 
pressor. 

Noise 

Noise 1s an important-consid- 

eration when the air conditioner ts 


installed in a bedroom or living . 


room. Having acool rooms pleas- 
et a noisy air conditioner 
calf be annoying. Manufacturers 
are aware of the problem and have 
endeavored in many ways to make 
air conditioners quiet. However; 
some models are noisier than oth- 
ers. Note thatrecent models made 
witha rotating compressor tend to 
be quicter. 

The air conditioner’s noise 
level is not often indicated in the 
technical specifications. Ask the 
vendor to run the models you are 
interested in. This may not be 
possible in all stores, but it is 
worth asking. 

Special 

In some units, the exterior fan 
draws off condensation and blows 
it against the evaporator coil, re- 


ducing dripping and slightly im-- 


proving the output. In other mod- 
els, a timer makes it possible to 
program the unit. Some models 
have a slide-out chassis which is 
firstinstallédin the window open- 
ing, thus facilitating installation.

or telephone cables are factors 
that will affect placement. 

It’s important to shop atound 
before choosing a pool. Remem- 
ber that you can’t change your 
mind once the pool's built. Be 
Sure t© visit several companies 
and compare their products and 


? 


prices. Some pool vendors are so 

at selling that they may con- 
vince you that their product is the 
best, buy you should never buy on 
the basis of a sales pitch. 

Be wary of guarantees. Ask for 
a copy and read it carefully at 
home. Some companies, for ex- 
ample, state that vinyl liners are 
guaranteed for 15 years, but they 
sometimes neglect to specify that 
the guarantee applies only to sol- 
dered joints and that.the reim- 
bursement amount decreases over 
the years. After seven-and-a-half 
years, for instance, you only re- 
ceive 50 per cent of the value of 
the liner. i 

Give careful thought to the best 
location of the pool on your prop- 
erty. Some companies provide 
good advice but you should be 
informed enough to weigh their 
recommendations for yourself. 
Consider such factors as the 
amount of sunshine the pool will 
receive, wind direction, trees that 
will shed their leaves in the water; 
and the view of the pool that you'll 
have from your house. If you have 
a big yard, it might be a good idea 
tohave the decking slightly above 
ground and to use the excavated 
dirt for a landscaped mound. 

When comparing prices for a 
given size, don’t base your com- 
parison only on the pool's official 
dimensions. Check exactly what 
the figures mean. Are they the 
interior, or the external dimen- 
sions? In the case of oddly-shaped 
pools, the length may refer to the 
longest pointeven though the pool 
is smaller at one end. 

To be absolutely sure of the 
dimensions, ask the exact surface 
area of the water, or calculate it 
yourself. Have the salesman write 
it down, Also take note of the 
actual volume of water fora given 
size. The volume varies depend- 
ing on the shapeof the base area.
